Even  with  the  expense  of  drh  tng 
to  work  alone  escalating  at  a  tre- 
mendous annual  rate,  the-  real  cost 
of  commuting  doesn't  just  stop  at 
the  gas  pump  or  in  some  down- 
town parking  garage  In  feet,  the 
gn  atesi  commuting  cost  lies  under 
the  wheels  of  even'  car  Raveling 
through  Massachusetts  and  in  the 
growing  demand  tor  transportation 
services  statewide. 

Rapidly  rising  tr.itlic  volumes  and 
service  demands  arc  raking  a  toll 
on  the  Commonwealth's  aging  in- 
frastructure, our  highways  need 
reconstruction  and  our  public 
transportation  needs  to  be  ex- 
panded to  meet  the  daily  needs  i  il 
commuters. 

According  to  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  Com- 
missii  mer  Jane  Garvey,  the  Com- 
monwealth is  faced  with  the 
problem  of  balancing  demand  and 
maintaining  an  efficient  modem 
highway  system  needed  to  keep 
traffic  moving. 

"Many  of  the  Commonwealth's 
highways  were  built  in  the  1950's 
and  designed  for  the  estimated 
traffic  volumes  of  the  1960'sand 
70's,"  she  said.  "At  that  time,  no 
one  could  have  forecasted  the 
growth  we've  seen  in  recent  years." 

"For  example,"  Garvey  said,  "when 
rlu  (  entral  Artery  was  built  m 
1957,  it  was  designed  to  carry 
75.000  cars  per  day  While  that 
re  prevent-,  a  tremendous  amount  of 
traffic  for  that  tune,  the  Artery 
now  carries  over  190.000  cars  per 


Between  1980  and  1988  alone,  the 
DPW  has  spent  just  under  $1.5 
billion  on  roadways  and  bridges. 
And  it  was  during  the  80's  that  the 
Department  has  completed  such 
major  projects  as  the  Route  1-495 
Southeastern  extension  and  the 
reconstruction  i  if  the  Southeast 
Expressway  to  Boston. 

To  many  people,  the  solution  to 
i  ongestion  is  simple  -  widen  the 
roads.  ( Jarvey  said  wider  roads  are 
not  necessarily  the  answer.  "We 
face  two  major  problems.  First,  the 
days  i  if  adding  lanes  are,  in  many 
.  asesi  i  iver,"  she  -aid  "We  can  no 
li  ngl  t  physically  expand  many 
roads," 

"Seci  md,"  t  iarvey  said,  "instead  of 
bigger  highways,  we  need  a  better 
balance  between  services,  With  a 
greater  number  of  vehicles  travel- 
ing "ii  <>ur  highways,  it  increases 
the  physical  demands  ol  the  infra- 
structure.
